British dominion or territory being either involv. 
ed in it or liable to become involved 

This scattered ‘‘¢ongeries”’ of nations is held 
together by the voluntary adhesion of its met 
bers. Unlike the empires of old, the British Com 
monwealth of Nations is not kept intact by the 
might of a central authorits It is almost un 
thinkable that war would follow should any state 
Wish to withdraw. The whole structure would 
collapse like a house of ecards if several of the 
dominions deciced to eut adrift. The bonds of 
tits particular Empire are invisible. Thev are not 
material, They are the bonds of kinship; of long 
association; of commoniv-held ideals: of mutual 
gratitude for service given; of the security that 
comes from union; of the commercial advantages 
of membership.
